Cobden, Ont., 
FIPEX STAMP SHOW 
New York.—As the doors closed 


on the Fifth International Philatelic 
Exhibition on Sunday evening, May 
6, the comments from every side con- 
firmed the pre-show prediction that 
FIPEX would be the finest inter- 
national stamp show ever staged 
anywhere. Records were broken in 
every phase of activity connected 
with the huge undertaking. 

During the nine-day show the total 
attendance was 268,000, an increase 
of 34 percent over the previous high 
established at CIPEX in 1947. The 
opening day, April 28, established a 
new record for a single day’s at- 
tendance at an international stamp 
show when 60,000 persons went into 
the New York Coliseum to see Fipex. 
Attendance on Saturday, May 5, was 
46,000 which also exceeded the pre- 
vicus high for one day. 

Largest transaction reported by a 
prominent dealer was the sale of a 
single stamp for $8,000. The special 
Fipex Post Office did a land office 
business with long lines in front of 
all windows most of the time. Late 
in the week it was reported that 


2,013,019 copies of the souvenir 
sheet had been sold. At the same 


time 5,251,299 three cent Coliseum 
stamps, 510,000 air mail envelopes 
and 1,080,000 post cards had been 
sold. These figures are incomplete 
and it will be several days or a week

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i:312—Montreal Parcel Delivery 
Now eomes along a new variety of 
these local parcel delivery stamps to 


report. The “King’s Express Co.” 
stamp was discussed in packets 


#187 and 205, and two varieties of 
“The City Parcel Delivery” stamps 
were reported in #209. This new one 
reads “Montreal Parcel Delivery” in 
three lines, is red, rouletted, and 
nearly square, being 8lmm x 31%mm. 
In small letters in a panel across bot- 
tom is “Tel Main 1703" in caps. The 
vaner is medium wove with very dis- 
tinet vertical mesh. 

I am not sure of the size of the 
sheets but judge them to have been 
issued in sheets of 25, 5 x 5. I have 
seen a block of ten (5 x 2) which 
formed the bottom two rows of five. 
The marginal stamps have straight 
edges. They are fully gummed. More 
information would be welcomed. 


+313—4d Counterfeit, P.E.I. 


This is a new one, not mentioned in 
“Album Weeds,” nor in “The Forged 
Stamps of all Countries” by Dorn, nor 
by Quarles in his APS Journal series 
on P.E.I. a few years ago, nor by 
Jarrett. 

This 4d forgery is rather good. I 
have twe copies each bearing differ- 
ent cancels, one with the circular 
“Charlottetown.” The main differ- 
ences between them and the genuine 
stamps: 

Shading lines behind head are ir- 
regularly spaced. 

The small ovals in the side orna- 
ments have no trace of shading on 
their right side. 

The right side ornament comes to 
a point on it's right side, the genuine 
shows this “squared off.” 

In the upper right ornament there 
are no dots of color,—the genuine has 
a row of four dots. 
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The perforation guage on these 
measures 11.6 all round. However 


the perforations are blunt, all hav- 
ing the appearance of being cut, 
rather than the normal “torn” appear- 
ance. 


#314—Canadian Pacific Letter 
Sheets 

These were “Special Order” letter 
sheets especially prepared for the 
C.P.R. to send out their monthly 
“Statement of Earnings and Expens- 
es.” They are Jarrett #179-180 and 
Holmes #1350-1350a. They are ap- 
prox. 612”x 734”, are of the 1c denom- 
ination, of same design as the le 
wrappers of 1892, and are in black. 


However these are on Laid Paper, 
which is not found in the regular 


wrappers or postal bands. 

Holmes #1350 (Jarrett’s #180) on 
white laid paper was probably the 
first issue. Jarrett gives the date as 
1893, Holmes as 1894. My own copy 
is dated 1894. 

Holmes #1350a (Jarrett's 2:179) 
on grey-blue laid paper was probably 
the second issue. Holmes gives the 
earliest date as 1895. My own copy 
is dated January 1898. 

If you have difficulty determining 
which you have, take a look at the 


laid lines. They are coarse lines 
measuring 13 lines to the 20mm. 
space on the white paper variety, 


while those on the grey-blue paper 
ave finer, measuring 15 lines to the 
20mm. space. 


#315—Musgrove’s National Business 
College Bill Stamps 

Way back in H. T. Packet #92 of 
November 1950 we reported obtain- 
ing a copy of the 2c value of this 
series of Canadian Bogus “Locals.” 
We have since completed our set of 
three values, 1c, 2c and 3c, as origin- 
ally reported by F. W. Pollock in his 
Canadian column in 1942, All are ver- 
million on white wove paper, and are 
perf. 1214. Their origin is unknown 
but it is not unlikely that Samuel 


س 
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Taylor was the fabricator. There is 
nothing to definitely prove they were 
intended as Canadian “Locals,” but 
the words “Bill Stamp” unused in the 
U.S., definitely give them a Can- 
adian flavor. 
ZF316— Ontario Vacation, 
Unlisted Variety 

One of the really outstanding 
rarieties among the Ontario Revenue 
stamps, is Holmes #OV8A, erron- 
eously described as “Block, one 
stamp with figure of value ommit- 
ted." The correct description ap- 
pears in Marks, #OV8A “Pair, one 


stamp with figure of value om- 
mitted.” Why the difference? I had 


hunted a long time for this variety 
and at long last located an Upper 
Left corner block of four. Straight 
edged tep and left. Both stamps in 
the vertical left row are without the 
overprinted value,—not, as implied by 
Holmes Cat.,—one stamp. 

However, no sooner did I complete 
my set of mint blocks, including the 


above variety, than Charlie Arm- 
strong reported he had seen this 


same variety in the block of the 
$1.00 value. 

But now the hunt is completed, I 
have also located a block of six of 
this value, with three stamps with- 
out the overprint. From Charlie I 
understand there are at least two 
other blocks known. There should 
be possibly ten pairs of both values. 
Id like to hear from others owning 
these varieties. 

Used copies of these Vacation 
stamps do not seen to be easy to come 
by. The only used multiple I have 
is a used block of six of the $5.00 
value. This, like all other used 
$5.00 copies I’ve seen, is punched with 
large round holes, badly defacing the 
stamps. Has anyone seen any other 
type cancellation ? 


The current attraction was a West- 
ern and the horde of Indians in it 
were up to their usual tactics, Holly- 
wood style.

May, 1956. 
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Plate Block Chariie Says: 


I have been asked for my opinion 
on the value of plate blocks in used 
condition. Here it is: 

] can see no reason why used plate 
blocks should not be worth just as 
much as mint plate blocks. You can 
perhaps pick up the odd used plate 
block in some of the earlier issues, 
but could you complete any of them? 
Some of the 1937 issues, through the 
War issues are almost impossible to 
get hold of in mint condition. So 
what chance have you of getting 
them in used condition. 

Yes, used plate blocks are worth 
just as much as mint plate blocks. 
Anyone having used plate blocks of 
#231, P9, 10, 11, particularly plate 
10-11, really has something’ worth 
just as much or more than mint plate 
blocks. 

Try picking up some of #233 Plate 
13, 16, 18, 20, 23 in used condition. 
Just try getting them in mint con- 
dition. How about #249, Plate 9 in 
nice used condition. I would put a 
value on this set in used condition 
at about $75.00. The dealers’ value 
on this set in mint is about $55.00. 

Where would you get some of those 
tough plates in #251, 252, 254, 257 in 
used condition. Try to imagine what 
#252, Plate 6, 7, 10 would be worth 
in sets, in used condition. #257, Plate 
4 and 5 are nearly impossible to get 
hold of in mint condition. What hope 
is there cf getting them in used con- 
dition. 

I saw an auction list not long 
ago in which were a great lot of 
Royal Visit plate blocks in used con- 
“tion. What a lovely lot they were. 
The estimated value of this lot was 
over $250.00, so used plate blocks do 
have a high value on them. I have 
not seen the results of the sale as 
vet, but will be greatly surprised if 
they do not bring in as much as the 
mint sets, which were also listed. 

You will find some of our more re- 
cent issues in various plates hard 
to complete in used condition. Cur- 
rent issues and plate changes can of 
course be picked up at face, and mail- 
ed to yourself on cover, or ask your 
local postmaster or postal clerk to 
cancel them for you. 

A collection of plate blocks with 
R.P.O. cancellations would be a nice 


thing to have. In fact, with so many 
of our railway mail cars being taken 
out of service across the country, in 
favor of the M.V.S.—Mctor Vehicle 
Service, a collection of R.P.O. plate 
blocks would be a valuable thing to 
have. 


I do not believe there will be any 


M.V.S. cancellations. These motor 
vehicles are trucks of various types 
and sizes depending upon the run 


they are on and the volume of mail 
to be carried. They only deliver and 
pick up bagged mail at the various 
post offices called on. 


I have said nothing about high val- 
ue used blocks. It is very rarely you 
see any of these in used condition. 
If you are interested in used plate 
blocks, confine your efforts to the 
lower values, say perhaps up to the 
10c value. These will give you plenty 
to think about. 


Well, so much for my opinion of 
used plate blocks. My own interests 
are in mint plate blocks which is 
trouble enough for me. And now I 
must put in a word or two about mint 
plate blocks. Have you completed 
vour 1954 Queen 4c Plate 4 yet? 
Tf not, do so now, as in the case of 
the 1953 Queen 3e Plate 4, there 
may be plenty of them later on and 
then there may not. I have corres- 
pondents asking me for them but I 
am unable to fill their wants. I had 
a dealer ask me if I could let him 
have ten to twenty sets of them, well 
centered—what a hope. I did not have 
even one set off centered. Also get 
those 5c Plate 8 while you can. There 
dces not seen to be too many of them 
around. Even an off centered copy 
wil be better than no plate at all. 

One of my correspondents has 
drawn my attention to a variety in 
the Scout issue. He says he has both 
plate one and two U.R. with no hy- 
phen between the plate numbers, also 
with the plate numbers very faint. I 
have checked my small stock of these 
but can find nothing wrong with 
them. Better check yours. 

What a beautiful pair of head- 
aches we are being burdened with 
this month. The artist ? must have a 
grudge against the world in general 
and stamp collectors in particular.

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Woodstock Jul & 1832

The above New Brunswick marking 
is the first new straight line post- 
mark found in the last five years, 
insofar as has been reported to the 
carry-on of the Canada Stampless 
Cover catalog. Petite Nation and St. 
John, L.C., were found at CAPEX 
as the last new ones noted. 

These straight lines of type in all 
instances preceded the ordinary round 
postmarks of the present day. Loose 
type thus used was not a very satis- 
factory thing to stamp letters with. 

The *&" is a rather unusual way 
of dating things, but at that time 
letters were colleeted at Woodstock 
for an occasional sending on to Que- 
bec, every week or so. Until July 6, 
1843, all New Brunswick post offices 
north of Fredericton, which would in- 
clude Woodstock, were subject to 
Quebee for management but in lists 
they were noted as being in “N.B.” 
Woodstock opened in 1830, and the 
first round postmark was a double 
circle “Woodstock-N. Bk.” first seen 
on mail about 1839. The next post 
office opened nerth of there was 
Madawaska in 1837, changing to Ed- 
mundston in 1845. 

The letter with the above straight 
line marking was sent to Montreal 
and the day of the month it was sent 
on being indefinite was probably the 
reason for the “&.” Oddly, the Que- 
bec marking on the same letter had 
“JY 16” in the handstamp, and it 
was overprinted a “24” in the same 
style of type. Never before has this 
cverprinted style of an extra date 
been seen. 

New items for the stampless cata- 
log are still being collected, but a 
new printing is far in the future on 
account of the cost of printing. It 
may never have a second edition. The 
present, first, edition of a few years 
ago will soon be in the rare class with 
Jarrett’s and Boggs’ book, and as 
the early postal data of Canada con- 
tained in it is so complete collectors 
should have a copy which still sells 
for the few left at the 1947 price. 

I would be very happy if someone 
would sell me an 1882 Scobie’s Can- 
adian Almanac. -I use them for get- 
ting the postmaster’s name in my re- 
searching. I own about 30 scattered 
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dates, this book being the only source 
of postmaster’s names from 1852 on 
to 1875 when the present Postal 
Guide started. The names of post- 
masters are used to check on name 
changes er location moves, as so of- 
ten the postmaster moved taking the 
office with him—in one instance, Mc- 
Martin’s Point, 1874, 1885, moved 
across the river from Ontario to 
Quebec in 1879, with the same post- 
master, Peter McMartin. This AI- 
manae was started in 1848 by Henry 
Scobie, 1811-1852, who had a news- 
paper in Toronto called the British 
Colenist. I have a letter in his hand- 
writing, dated 1842, to Goderich 
pleading with his agent there to try 
to collect subscription rates from the 
wealthiest inhabitants whom he 
named in the letter. After 1869 all 
provinces are listed in the post of- 


fice groups, before that only Can- 
eda West and East are listed. After 


1870 about 50 offices 
enanged names each year. 

I note a tendency to collect the “7” 
style of postmarks as shown in 
Holmes’ new book. This rather small 
one-part-circle mark fits completely 
on any stamp, hence its tendency to 
be popular. The style started in

port post offices used what was 
termed blackout cancels on overseas 
mail. The idea was to conceal the 
pert from which the mail was dis- 
patched should it fall into enemy 
hands. Letters addressed inland al- 
so bore this postmark from these 
ports—at least some of them did. 
Recently a number of old covers 
with these postmarks came to light 
in our office and sortting them over 
we have found so far that they were 
used in 1948-44 and 45 and possibly 
earlier. In this particular batch of 
covers the black circle inside a thin 
outside ring illustrated above turn- 
ed up as the most numerous. It was 





used at a number of different of- 
fices. The two ring (light circles) 


turned up in lesser quantity. Only 


one of the wider solid black ring 
showed up; also only one of the 


single ring was found in the lot to 
date. 

Whether there were other such 
postmarks used we do not know at 


this time, and would be interested 
to know. Probably at this date, a 


decade since the war, these covers 
may be hard to come by. No doubt 
there are postmark ccllectors who 
have them in their collections. We 
would like to contact collectors of 
these—Canada blaekout pmk's only. 


LETTERS UNANSWERED

If your letters do not 
include an actual order but asks only 
for some trivial information, doubt- 
ful of a return order—well, the ad- 
vertiser may have been swamped 
with such, and postage costs money. 
Inclusion of postage might be real 
insurance for a reply.

Dear Sir: 

I have had an experience recently 
which wculd lead me to believe that 
business with Canadian stamp deal- 
ers must be so brisk that they can 
afford to take no notice whatever of 


enquiries from prospective custom- 
ers. 

Several weeks ago I wrote to eight 
different dealers who were adver- 


tising in Popular Stamps, told them 
what stamps were of interest to me, 
and asked them to drop me a line to 
let me know if they had anything 
that might be of use to me. 

After all these weeks I have had 
the courtesy of a reply from two 
dealers. 

A week or two later, I wrote to 


nine American firms and two En- 
elish firms, advertising in another 


periodical. I have had airmail replies 
from both English firms and replies 
by regular mail from all but one of 
the American dealers. 

If the Canadian dealers are not 
equipped to handle correspondence 
it is an easy matter for anyone to 
at least return my letter with a note 
at the bottom saying “Nothing to 
offer at the moment." 

Possibly I am just a bit old-fash- 
icned, but I have been taught that 
in the business world it pays to be 
just a bit polite, even in good times, 
so that should less fortunate times 
be with us in the future, customers 
will think well of past associations.
